Smithsonian Stamp 
Is Announced; Color 
Will Be Maroon 





It was announced at the Post 
Office Department that a special 
3-cent postage stamp commemo- 
rating the centennial anniversary 
of the establishment of the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington, 
D. C., will be issued and placed 
on first-day sale in that city on 
August 10, 1946. It was on this 
date, one hundred years ago, that 
President James K. Polk signed 
the Congressional resolution pro- 
viding for the establishment of 
the Smithsonian Institution in the 
National Capital. : 

In this connection, attention is 
called to the fact that it was the 
late Chief Justice of the United 
States, Harlan F. Stone, who was 
Chancellor of its Board of Regents, 
who suggested the use of the 
Smithsonian Building as the cen- 
tral subject of the stamp and that 
the words “For the Increase and 
Diffusion of Knowledge Among 
Men” be used on it.

We are able to print a state- 
ment from the Agency which 
shows total sales for the past fiscal 


year as the largest in the hi 
hnwiste e history 


of the. 
sales by over a half 

on dollars and that in view of 
fact that the previous fiscal 
was the largest in the history of 
the Agency. This situation will of 
course reverse itself as time goes 
on. 
What makes sales at the Agen- 
cy is new stamps plus easy money. 
If the number of new stamps 
falls off this year sales will show 
a decline for that reason and if 
money tightens up or there are 
more lucrative places for invest- 
ment, sales will fall off for that 
reason, but too many collectors 
and stampwise people have learn- 
ed that postage stamps are a sound 
and safe investment. 
This situation however can 
choke itself to death for if 
too much of this material is bou- 
ght and held, the time necessary 
for holding it for maturity and a 
profit will increase and then the 
faint hearted will dump their 
holdings and refuse to buy again.

CONDEMNS SPECULATION IN CURRENT U. 8S. 

An interesting letter from a New Yorker with comments on my 
own comments about my trip to New York has come to hand, The 
gentleman says that being a New Yorker he finds none of the gla- 


mour that out-of-towners find. We do not doubt that statement for 


most New Yorkers are in such a hurry to attend 
to their business that they never have time to see 
anything else. Too many live so far from their 
places of employment that a good part of their day 
is wasted in commuting and thus when they get to 
their work they have to hustle to get through in 
the few hours at their command and as for night 
life, they hurry home and seldom get back to see 
any of it. One of the most interesting sights in New 
York is a trip around the Island on a boat. You 
get on at the battery, go up East river through 
Hells Gate, over into the Hudson, and down under 
George Washington Bridge and back to the Battery. 
Probably a very small percentage of New Yorkers 

Geo. W. Linp have ever taken this trip, but it shows you the 
whole of the New York waterfront in a few hours time and at a very 
emall cost. 

This writer also takes issue with our statement that the bulk of 
New York dealers are no longer on Nassau street. We have no figures 
to prove this, but definitely believe the New Yorker is not up to date 
on New York stamp dealers for we are still of the opinion that the 
uptown section has more stamp dealers than are on Nassau street, We 
would be glad to have somone who knows, sort of check up on this 
point. All this however is getting away from the subject we selected 
for this editorial and that subject was also inspired by this same New 
Yorker who says, “Since you have the well earned reputation of fear- 
less expression, why not inveigh against the speculation in current. 
VU. S.”"? 

Well, in the first place I have no desire to do that. I see no evil 
in it. No more evil than in speculation in real estate or in other com- 
modities. I can see where it is probable that speculation, as this gen- 
tleman puts it, might affect the prices of United States stamps, but 
what is wrong with that. This gentleman remarks, “I remember when 
you could get a stamp from the Philatelic Agency at least for five 
years after its issue.” 

Let us admit that fact. So what? Such a desire on the part of a 
man must only indicate that he collects stamps without any hope or 
thought that they will be worth more in the future than he has paid 
for them. He collects solely for the pleasure of gathering and mounting 
his stamps and to look at them, If stamps are merely pretty pictures 
to be stuck in books and looked at without any thought of increase 
in value then why not keep them on sale forever at the Agency. 

I dare say, if this plan were adopted that sales at the Agency 
would diminish to such a point that the Agency would be closed up 
and abandoned. 

Regardless of the thoughts that this man suggests in his letter, it 
is more than an even bet that he has a lot of stamps that have in- 
creased in value and that he prizes them for that fact and that he also 
buys other stamps which he has a belief will show him a profit on 
his investment, or does he invest. 

Yes, I think most stamp collectors today, do invest. It has become 
a hobby that offers opportunity for investment along with the ordi- 
nary following of the hobby, the hunt and search for missing pieces, 
the shows, the competitions and all the other things that make any 
hobby of interest. 

Stamp collecting has been taken up by many men of great means 
who have found it an interesting hobby and at the same time, a place 
where they can invest surplus funds, I see no objection to that. If 
stamps did not increase in value as they have in the past, the hobby 
today would be but a mere shadow of its present self. 

I am confident that few collectors would have collections on which 
they have spent a thousand, five thousand, fifty thousand or even a 
hundred thousand dollars. Can you imagine many people spending 
such sums were it not for the fact that they have confidence that they 
can get all or perhaps more for their stamps in the future than they 
have paid for them in the past. 

Investing in stamps has helped make this more possible than in 
the past. No collector has any reason for complaining because he can 
mot buy a certain stamp at the Agency. It was on sale there. You 
should have bought when it was on sale. You had the same oppor- 
tunity as others, Personally I regret that when the Graf Zepps were 
there that I did not buy several sheets of each. One of the chief rea- 
sons for that is that I did not have the money when they were there 
and another reason is that I did not know they were going to rise to 
such fabulous sums today. Speculation in stamps has not made the 
high prices on these stamps today, rather it has prevented them from 
being even higher than they are. 

Had no one speculated in these stamps, bought sheets and laid 
them away, the available supply today would be far below what it 
is and the current price would be far above what it is today. 

Take the current 3c commemoratives for example and consider 
what would happen to them if it were not for the fact that collectors 
and dealers are buying quantities of sheets and laying them aside as 
an investment. These sheets will start coming into the market just 
as soon as some dealer needs some singles and blocks for retail sell- 
ing. The prices for singles and blocks will remain at a low level for 
several years or until practically all the held sheets are broken up, 
After that the stamps will start going up in price. If there were no 
sheets bought and held by collectors and dealers, these current 3c 
commemoratives would go to 10c and higher and keep moving on up 
within a few months after the issue was sold out. 

Definitely, investment in or speculation in current issues makes 
prices lower than if there had been no such speculation or investment, 

There is another kind of speculation or investment in stamps 
however that makes higher prices and that is the buying by such men 
as the late Colonel Green who was not satisfied with a single copy 
and a block of such a stamp as the $2.00 Trans-Miss., or of any 
other stamp which is no longer held in sheets for the market. After 
any stamp has been exhausted from the sheet stocks held by specu-

The Thrill Of A Find 
Of A McGreeley Express 


What the odds are for making 
that “great discovery” in your 
collection I never heard quoted. 
Chances are they are pretty long. 
At least, when they do occur it 
always seems to be the other fel- 
low and not yourself. Now that 
it actually has happened to me I 
find myself strangely unexcited— 
indeed, somewhat skeptical for 
while I am perfectly sure I have | 
made a “discovery”, I’m not at 
all certain it falls into the classi- 
fication of “great.” However it 
is interesting. 

My “find” is Scott’s #155L1, 
the 25c McGreeley’s Express, | 
which is listed—oddly enough—as 
a Iocal. The catalog says the con- 
cern was established in 1898 by 
S. C, Marcuse to carry letters and | 
packages by motor boat between | 
Dyea and Skagway, Alaska, al- 
though the picture on the stamp | 
shows a dog team, sled and hu-| 
man figure. | 

A dull light blue in color, th 
copy at hand is in quite nice Pd 
dition. It is straight edged at the} 
top, centered very slightly to the | 
right, and seems to have retained | 
a good portion of the original | 
gum. All perfs are accounted for | 
and it fails to be stained or faded. 
Being no specialist at all in such | 
matters—never having seen an- 
other copy of this item—in fact, 
I can only hope it is genuine. 
Examination by an expert may | 
disclose otherwise. Since the item | 
is unpriced in Scott’s that is an- 
other point where I am in need of 
enlightenment. However, I am 
not at all unhappy about the 
“find” even if it turns out to be 
the 'rankest of fakes because it 
cost me only le and that nearly 
20 years ago! 

In 1925 or 1926 I bought a small 
foreign revenue collection, with 
most of the stamps prior to 1890. 
However, there were a few more 
recent pieces in it, among them 
the McGreeley’s. Not many years 
ago I sold the collection, and be- 
cause the McGreeley Express did 
not fall in the actual classification 














and put it in an old book, Recent- 
ly these books were shipped to 
me here in Sidney from my for- 
mer home ‘and for the first time 
I took the trouble to identify it. 
Each of the lot bought as a foreign 
revenue from an old friend long 
passed on, had cost me exactly 
a penny each!

A Davenport man suggested the 
design of the new Iowa stamp, 
which commemorates the venten- 
nial of this state, scheduled to 
go on sale at the postoffice Aug. 3. 

He is Daniel J Gabathuler, 211 
East Sixth street, stamp enthus- 
-ast and a member of the Quad- 
city Stamp club and American 
Philatelic society. 

The suggested design ‘of Mr. 
Gabathuler was an outlined map 
of the state of Iowa on a dark 
background with cornstalks bor- 
dering at either side. The stamp 
was accepted by the Iowa Cen- 
tennial Commission in Des 
Moines and by the postoffice de- 
partment in Washington, D. C. 

The flag motif which centers 
the new stamp was added at the 
suggestion of a Knoxville, Ia., 
woman, 

Opposed Mural 

The commission in Des Moines 
originally had selected a repro- 
duction of the mural “Westward,” 
which is located in the state 
house in Des Moines. Mr. Ga- 
bathuler objected to the copy be- 
cause he felt the original was too 
large for satisfactory reproduc- 
tion and he launched on a one- 
man campaign for a simpler de- 
sign. 

He was appointed by the Quad- 
City Stamp club in April to find 
a more suitable design, at which 
time he offered his own idea for 
consideration

The Stamp Specialist 
Emerald Book 


The Emerald Book, so called be- 
cause of the color of the cover, 
is the fourth book of the fourth 
series of The Stamp Spetialist.

Unusual Overprinting 
On Belgian Stamps 


Postage rates in Belgium were 
reduced by 10% on May 20th, Due 
to this reduction there has come 
into stamp collecting something 
quite -different and unusual. We 
can not attempt to explain the 
matter. fully since we have not 
yet had an understandable ex- 
planation. 

It appears from what we can 
learn that stamps of a face value 
of 1.50, 2.00 and 5.00 Franc values 
were handstamped with an over- 
print of “-10%”. Minus 10%. Just 
why this was done only on the 
three values mentioned has not 
been explained to us and we can 
therefore make no comment. We 
are told however that the over- 
printing is by handstamp and was 
done in various postoffices and 
that therefore there will be num- 
erous varieties of this handstamp. 
It will make an extensive field for 
collecting in this issue alone. 

We have seen some of these 
overprints in a small oblong frame 
and others without the frame. 
Their’ position may be anywhere 
on the stamp and we have also 
seen the overprint in red.

ed from a negative design unto the 
surface of a thin metal plate which 
has been roughened or abraised 
with sand will not stand over 20,- 
000 to 30,000 Impressions. After 
this the design will begin to break 
away from the grained surface. 
This breaking down occurs when 
the tiny pin-points of the metal 
grain which held the design be- 
gins to wear away. 


But! The deep-etch process em- 
ploys a new idea. The plate is 
made from a positive design which 
permits the use of a strong etching 
material to bite down in the metal 
of the plate thereby forming a 
much stronger and durable base 
for the ink to adhere to. In other 
words, the planographic design is 
a fraction above the surface cling- 
ing to the grain while the deep- 
etch design is a fraction below the 
surface built up with a base of 
asphaltum, shellac and ink and 
possible of running well over 
200,000 impressions. 

The secret of intaglio printing 
or “High Etch” as it is called is 
printed onto the surface of a high- 
ly-polished, (not grained) metal 
plate, mostly zinc. This is a tricky 
job and takes much experience 
to perform. It is printed from 
a negative design. The plate is then 
coated and brushed with an acid 
resisting powder which is baked 
into the inked design by heat 
treatment after which the entire 
plate is painted back and front, 
(except the design portion) with 
an acid resisting asphaltum. The 
acid resisting powder or “Dragons 
Blood” as it is called only adheres 
to the greasy ink design. The 
purpose of which is to protect the

design from the acid. The whole 
plate after being thus treated is 
immersed in a tub of agitating acid 
solution, mostly nitric acid and 
water and given a “bite”. This pro- 
cedure of powdering, baking and 
biting is carried out four times. 
Each time the design is brushed 
and powdered a different way to 
prevent “undercutting” of the de- 
sign. 

When finished the depth of the 
etch “runs about 10/1000 of an 
inch setting off the design in a reg- 
ular intaglio appéarance. If pro- 
perly processed these plates are 
capable of running over one mil- 
lion impressions. THEY ARE 
PRINTED ON THE OFFSET 
PRESS and printed DRY. No 
dampening rollers are necessary, 
which permits for far better re- 
gistration as the paper is dry and 
will not shrink or stretch. All our 
Internal revenue Stamps are print- 
ed_by this process including the 
“tints’ on the bonds.

Peter G. Keller, president of the 
American Stamp Dealers’ Associa- 
tion and vice-president of the As- 
sociation for Stamp Exhibitions, 
last week told the executivé com- 
mittee of the Centenary Internat- 
ional Philatelic Exhibition that 
American stamp dealers had 
pledged $72,250 to the Guarantee 
Fund of the 1947 show, and that 
his committee had’ already sold 90 
of the 115 booths which will be 
available at $400 apiece, 

In making this encouraging 
announcement, Mr. Keller stressed 
the fact that although the Ameri- 
can Stamp Dealers’ Association 
had volunteered to handle dealers’ 
pledges and the sale of booth 
space, many of the dealers who 
hav backed the show were NOT 
members of the ASDA. “Any deal- 
er who wants to participate is 
welcome, whether he is a mem- 
br of the ASDA or not,” Mr. Kel- 
ler said. 

Sol Glass, vice-president in 
charge of collectors’ participation, 
reported that individuals had so 
far pledged $27,400 to the same 
guarantee fund in amounts rang- 
ing from $100 to $1,000 apiece. He 
also stated that while most Amer- 
ican collectors might not be able 
to make a pledge to underwrite 
the success of the _ exhibition, 
every stamp collector in the coun- 
try could and should demonstrate 
his backing by joining the ASSO- 
CIATION FOR STAMP EXHIBI- 
TIONS. He said that within a 
week 50,000 application blanks 
would be mailed to collectors by 
auction dealers and others on his 
committee in a nationwide drive 
to make the 1947 show the great- 
est All-American stamp exhibition 


ever staged. 
Latest appointments to the exhibi- 
tion committee are: Sylvester 


Colby, chairman, Hotel Reserva- 
tions committee. F. W. Kessler, 
chairman, membership committee. 
Jacques Minkus, chairman, adver- 
tising label distribution commit- 
tee. Ignatz Reiner, chairman, 
guide service and translation com- 
mittee. 

While most of the committee 
chairmen are being recruited from 
the ranks of philatelists within 
the metropolitan area because 
they are certain to be at the show, 
it is hoped that those collectors 
and dealers from other cities who 
know that’ they will attend, will 
communicate with the executive 
secretary, 22 East Thirty-fifth 
street, New York 16, N. Y., and 
suggest what sort of work they 
should like to do, that they, too, 
may be appointed. The greatest 
need during the exhibition will be 
for volunteers to mount and dis- 
mantle exhibits; serve as guides 
and interpreters, and to assist in 
writing publicity and news stories,

means dollar bills, to most foreign 
countries. You can of course send 
mint commemoratives—but deal- 
ers make no bones about the fact 
that it is American dollars that he 
is collecting. Then too there is a 
time element involved in foreign 
correspondance, so if you desire a 
single of the new issue, I recom- 
mend you. patronize your local 
dealer and pay the small percent- 
age over face he charges. You will 
find it far more economical. 

Outside of common issues many 
foreign stamps are more expen- 
sive in countries of their origin 
than right here in United States. 
This is especially true of Europ- 
ean issues, as many collections and 
dealers stocks were destroyed dur- 
ing the war. It may be added that 
this is true in reverse to a small 
extent. Some of the older issues of 
United States are sometimes avail- 
able in foreign countries cheaper 
than they are here. 

In buying packets from foreign 
sources it is well to bear in mind 
that often revenue stamps are in- 
cluded. Very few collectors in this 
country collect foreign revenues 
and likewise few foreign collectors 
are interested in U. S. revenue 
stamps. Laws against counterfeit- 
ing overprints also are not al- 
ways strict in foreign countries, 
and packets received from these 
sources have been known for the 
—_— material they con. 

ain, 

Exchanging stamps and friendly 
correspondance with collectors 
overseas is interesting if the lan- 
guage difficulty can be surmount- 
ed. I recommend that all such ex- 
changes be conducted on a stamp 
for stamp basis or by packet of 
100 or 200 different. To attempt 
to exchange on a catalogue basis 
is difficult unless both have the 
same edition of the same catalogue. 
Most collectors here in this coun- 
try are familiar with the Scott 
catalogue, but your foreign friend 
will be more apt to mention such 
catalogues as AFA, Michel, Gib- 
bons, Yvert, or Zumstein. Many 
of us have read the names of these 
foreign catalogues, but how many 
of us have ever examined one? 

If your mental conception of the 
foreigner is thay, of the “Dumb 
foreigner” as depicted in vodvil or 
sometimes in the movies, eliminate 
that idea from your thoughts at 
once. He is no different than you 
and me, in all probilities wears 
western garb, and is just as sharp 
las the Yankee trader. In most 
foreign countries only the peasant 
and poor people wear native garb. 
Photographs from foreign coun- 
tries always show the exception 
rather than the rule or they would 
lack reader interest. The pitiful 
part of that is that it causes mis- 
conceptions between people of the 
world. Récently a Holland corres- 
pondent wrote me “it is a fable 
that most people here wear wood- 
en shoes.” “Only a very small per- 
centage of the people such as 
fisherman and farmers helpers 
wear such shoes.” 

Outside of increasing your col- 
lection you will learn interesting 
facts through your foreign corres- 
pondance. For instance during our 
summer people down’ under in 
Australia and New Zealand are 
in the throes of their winter, and 
while you talk about snow and 
cold, they will be telling you of 
their vacations or holiday as they 
call it. If you correspond with 
someone in Sweden you will learn 
that an advertisement is an “an- 
nounce” and that “tyte” means ex- 
change. Lots of other: interesting 
facts can be gained in this man- 
ner. 

Examining your letters you will 
note that your correspondent pla- 
ces the day first and then the 
month. Looking at their address

From a mail sorters angle this 
method seems more logical. 

There are a number of things to 
keep in mind when writing to an 
inhabitant of another country, 
particularly war torn Europe. 
Avoid the subjects of food and 
politics. If you like the new 
stamps recently issued by his 
government tell him so, for it will 
make him proud and boost his 
morale. If you do not approve it 
would be most diplomatic to say 
nothing. 

Write your letters plainly and 
allow sufficient spacing between 
lines to make them easier to read. 
Print your name and address. If 
you correspond in English avoid 
the use of slang. Your friend may 
have learned his English in school 
and they do not teach slang. 
Answer mail from foreign sources 
at once, for it takes considerable 
time to reach its destination and 
again as long before a reply may 
be expected. ‘ 

In sending stamps, whether you 
send first or if sending in exchange 
for a packet received, remember 
the other chap is no different than 
you. He expects undamaged 
stamps, fairly centered and no 
straight edges, thin spots, perf. 
missing or other undesirable ma- 
terial. If you desire commemora- 
tives and airmails you must send 
commemoratives and airs, and if 
you, receive such material you 
should reciprocate in kind. 

One last thought. If you exchan- 
ge stamps with a pal in a small 
country, say the size of Iceland 
you could hardly expect 100 diff. 
Iceland for your packet of 100 dif- 
ferent United States. Our stamps 
some of which are issued in bil- 
lions are a lot more common than 
those of a small country, and con- 
sequently have considerable less 
value against those of the smaller 
country. And now ‘as my pals 
“down under” usuallv end their 
letters-Cheerio.

July the 4p., appeared with the 
overprint now in carmine. 

In June 1922 a special over- 
printing was made by Messrs 
Harrison & Sons, London on 
stamps for issue in coil or roll 
form, The stamps used were the 
p., Ip., 1%., and 2p. (Dies I and 
II). This Harrison setting is a 
shade larger than the Thom print- 
ing and appears as a bolder black 
while the individual letters are 
taller. 

Unfortunately during these ear- 
ly months of the new state’s ex- 
istance, Civil War broke out and 
during an engagement between 
the Government forces and the 
Republicams, the premises of 
Messrs Dollard came under shell- 
fire and had to be evacuated, and 
this firm ceased printing. 

July, 1922 saw another Thom 
printing in black and red. Exper- 
iments were now taking place 
with various shades of ink and 
this overprinting appears more of 
a bluish-black. Similar in size to 
the previous Thom _ overprint 
(144%mm by 16mm) this over- 
print is distinguishable by the in- 
tensity of the colour which is most 
noticeable when the stamp is 
loked through, with a strong light 
behind it. Its™Size distinguishes it 
from the Harrison overprint (15% 
by 17mm). As in earlier printings 
the 2%4., 4p. and 9p. were done in 
red. 

The new overprint on the high 
values (Scott 36—38) is slightly 
smaller (21 by 131%4mm) than that 


on Scott 12—14 (211% by 14mm). 
The shade of ink is also. blue- 
black and the “h” and “E” of 


“hEireann” are closer together. 

Another printing by Thom & 
Co. appeared in December 1922 
in a slightly wider setting and 
measuring 1534 by 16mm. on the 
lop., 1 p., 1% p. 2p. (Die Il—and 
lsh. stamps. On close scrutiny it 
will be noticed that in this last 
overprint the downstroke of the 
last letter in “Rialtas’ is to the 
right of the apex of the second “e” 
in “Sealadac’”’. However, measure- 
ment must be our surest test as this 
position appears as a variety on 
earlier Thom overprints. 


SAORSTAT EIREANN 

In December, 1922, the Govern- 
ment was no ‘onger of Provision- 
al status and a change in the style 
of overprint was necessary. As 
yet, only a small supply of the 2p. 
(Map) stamp of the proposed re- 
gular series was ready and it ap- 
peared on sale in a few main 
offices on December 6, 1922—the 
first anniversary of the Ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty. Messrs Thom 
& Co. provided this new overprint 
on all values, in blue-black or 
red, The new wording was “Sa- 
orstat Eireann 1922” (Irish Free 
State 1922) and occupied only 
three lines. 

At the same time, a_ similar 
three line overprint was made on 
the %p., 1p.,1 %p., and 2p. stamps 
for use in coils, by Messrs Harri- 
son. This latter printing is recog- 
nised by the greater boldness of 
the character and the rounded

The Australian Cable Commem. 








Two special stamps were issued 
in 1936 by the Australian govern- 
ment in commemoration of the 
opening of the submarine tele- 
phone communication between the 
state of Victoria and the island of 
Tasmania 150 miles to the south- 
ward, There is a 2d red and a 3d 
blue, and both show an allegor- 
ical female figure stepping from 
a sea-shell with a strident in her 
left hand while in her right she 





holds aloft the completed cable. 
Tasmania was formerly connected 
to Australia in the prehistoric 
times, and the cable has been laid 
along a submerged ridge which is 


nowhere more than 200 feet from 


the surface of Bass Strait. 

The striking design on this 
stamp has aroused considerable 
comment in Australian philatelic 
circles, not all of which is favor- 
able. The art critic of the Mel- 
bourne Herald referred to the 
allegorical lady as “this ambig- 
uous, badly drawn Aphrodite.... 
who sports draperies which are 
about as elegant as a beggar- 
woman’s rags”, and to the entire 
design as giving “a lop-sided un- 
balanced effect”. Aphrodite, as 
may be recalled, was the Greek 
goddess of love who is suppused 
to have been born from the foam 
of the sea and is often represented 
on the famous painting as step- 
ping lightly upon the shore from a 
large sea-shell——usually in a 
state of more or less undress. A 
spirited controversy seemed im- 
minent for a time until the Di- 
rector-General of Posts and Tele- 
graphs pointed out that the stamp 
was not intended to-be a work of 
art to hang in the Royal Academy 
and that it admirably fulfilled its 
peyees in every way

foot of the “1” in “1922”. In the 
Thom overprint, the bottom of the 
“1” is square. The second “e” of 
“Eireann” appears to be slightly 
raised in the Harrison setting. 
Around this time, the new reg- 
ular series began to make its ap- 
pearance, in values from Wp. to 
1sh., but the high values continu- 
ed to be overprinted. The current 
high values of Great Britain were 
overprinted in Dublin Castle, in 
1925 with the three line overprint. 
The length of the date, “1922” 
(5%mm) distinguishes this print 
from that of Thom & Co. 
(6%mm) 

The last issue of British over- 
printed stamps was in 1934, when 
the then current Waterlow high 
values of Gt. Britain received the 
three line overprint. In the Water- 
low printings, the background 
around the portrait consists of 
horizontal and diagonal lines as 
compared with the horizontal 
lines in the background of previ- 
ous issues. 


VARIETIES AND ERRORS 


In these early Irish stamps col- 
lectors will find many sidelines. 
There exist varieties in colour 
and errors in print on the original 
British stamps used, and numer- 
ous errors and varieties are to be 
found among the overprints them- 
selves. I have not touched on 
these varieties and if there are 
any apt to criticise the production 
of these varieties, I would ask 
them to remember the _ difficult 
circumstances surrounding their 
production. Civil War had fami- 
lies rent in twain, and the coun- 
try in general was upset. Delays 
were caused in the printing of the 
regular series and old and worn 
plates were used in several print- 
ings, 

The regular Irish series has now 
appeared in full, and their sym- 
bolic character, and minute detail 
compensate the pages of albums 
for the dull drab specimens of 
earlier years. Long may the Irish 
stamps be a credit to this young 
Nation and may the day come 
soon when these Irish stamps will 
be recognised in the entire Thirty 
Two counties instead of in Twenty 
Six, when my country will in- 
deed be “IRELAND—A _ Nation 
Once Again.”
